The  J.  Reuben  Clark  Library 
on  the  BYU  campus  has  been  the 
recipent  of  books  donated  to  the 
library  by  the  Goethe  Institute  of 
Munich,  Germany  and  Ruby  K. 
Smith. 

DR.  SIEGFRI  von  Nostitz,  Con- 
sul-general for  Germany  in  San 
Francisco  made  the  official  pre- 
sentation of  the  more  than  100 
books  printed  in  German. 

In  accepting  the  books  Dr.  R. 
Max  Rogers,  chairman  of  the 
BYU  Language  Dept,  said  the 
books  cover  a wide  range  of 
topics  from  German  art  and  cul- 
ture to  philosophy  and  language. 

THE  BOOKS  are  currently  on 
di.splay  in  the  McKay  Building 
but  will  be  moved  soon  to  the  J. 
Reuben  Clark  Jr.  Library. 

The  donations  by  Ruby-  K. 
Smith  are  six  books  that  she  has 
authored  describing  settlers  and 
events  in  early  Utah.

Research  Shop  A Campus  Hide-Away 


New  Deadline 
Set  ByAFROTC 

Application  deadline  for  the 
new  two-year  Air  Force  Reserve 
Officer’s  Training  Program  has 
been  extended  to  July  1,  accord- 
ing to  Lt.  Col  Paul  H.  Sharp, 
BYU  professor  of  aerospace  stu- 
dies.

The  BYU  Research  Shop  is  one 
of  the  least  known,  yet  most  in- 
triguing areas  on  campus.  Locat- 
ed south  of  the  Fletcher  Engine- 
ering Bldg.,  the  compact  metal 
structure  is  packed  full  of  equip- 
nwnt  of  seemingly  every  size  and 
description. 

Through  a series  of  expansions, 
the  shop  has  grown  from  it’s  ori- 
ginal 1959  size  of  20  feet  x 20  feet 
to  its  present  dimensions  of  20’ 
X 100’.  Shop  Supervisor  Fred 
Childs  is  looking  forward  to  the 
cortstruction  of  a new,  larger 
brick  building,  w^ich  has  been  de- 
signed to  allow  further  expansion. 

The  purpose  of  the  intriguing 
shop  is  to  build  or  otherwise  pro- 
vide special  equipment  for  re- 
r-arch  in  the  various  depart- 
ments of  the  university. 

Some  of  the  more  extensive 
projects  undertaken  by  the  shop 
are  the  Tetrahedral  Anvil  Press- 
es, which  translated  into  laymen’s 
language  means  Dr.  Tracy  Hall’s 
diamond  machines. 

For  those  unfamiliar  with  the 
history  of  Dr.  Hall’s  invention,  it 
would  be  interesting  to  know 
that  after  being  graduated  from 
the  University  of  Utah  in  1948 
with  a doctorate  in  chemistry,  i 
the  fourth  Ph.D.  to  be  granted 
by  that  institution,  Dr.  Hall  was 
employed  by  General  Electric. 

He  then  became  engaged  in  re- 
search which  led  him  to  design, 
in  1953,  a high  pressure  apparat- 
us which  had  the  ability  to  pro- 
duce diamonds  through  the  use 


of  high  pressure  and  tempera- 
tures. 

Since  secrecy  to  the  scientist 
is  anathema,  Dr.  Hall  in  1955  left 
the  company  and  came  to  BYU 
as  Director  of  Research  and  Pro- 
fessor of  Chemistry. 

Here  he  resumed  his  work,  and 
at  the  suggestion  of  friends,  set 
out  to  lick  his  problem  with  a 
second  machine,  different  enough 
also  be  patentable,  yet  with  the 
same  capabalities  as  the  first. 

The  completion  of  his  project 
in  1957  resulted  in  the  Tetrahe- 
dral Anvil  Press,  capable  of  pro- 
ducing in  a space  less  than  1/j.OO 
of  a cubic  inch,  temperatures  of 
up  to  7,000  degrees  centigrade 
and  pressure  of  up  to  Iwo-ahd- 
one-half  million  pounds  per 
square  inch. 

Since  1959,  four  additional 
presses  of  improved  design  have 
been  constructed  in  the  shop, 
three  for  Dr.  Hall  and  one  for  De- 
Forrest  Smouse  of  the  Geology 
Department. 

According  to  Fred  Childs,  shop 
supervisor,  with  the  equipment 
the  shop  has,  “we  are  becoming 
capable  of  turning  and  grinding 
the  hardest  steels  and  materials 
available.’’ 

Before  receiving  the  new  and 
I surplus  equipment  now  in  the 
shop,  it  took  a crew  of  15  men 
to  handle  the  work  load.  At  pre? 
sent,  Childs  and  his  two  Assist- 
ants Ed  Dittman,  a student  in 
tool  manufacturing  and  Jim 
iHoen,  Mechanical  Engineering, 
turn  out  all  necessary  orders.

dertaken  was  the  construction  of 
the  loudspeakers  for  the  produc- 
tion “Sand  in  Their  Shoes”  and 
the  speakers  for  the  Hill  Cum- 
orah  Pageant.  The  latter  measure 
seven  feet  square  and  lOi  feet 
long. 

Childs  also  recounts  having 
constructed  a GO  foot  supersonic 
wind  tunnel,  projects  for  radar, 
micro-wave  and  laser  beam  re- 
search. 

Modifications  have  been  made 
on  the  special  zoom  lens  used  by 
the  KBYU-TV.  A solar  furnace, 
and  a unique  water  bath  for  bot- 
tle racks  for  the  Chemistry  Dept, 
have  been  built  in  addition  to 
seemingly  countless  other  pro- 
jects, said  Childs. 

As  an  interesting  sidelight 
sandwiched  into  the  array  of  tech- 
nical and  scientific  equipment  at 
the  shop  is  situated  unobtrusively 
In  Childs’  office  • his  filing  cabi- 
net with  four  drawers  labeled 
Eenie,  Meenie,  Minie  and  Moe, 
respectively.
